Of the Strufliireof theNofe, Monf. ^» r<?y»4^ obferves, 
That the cavities hercof are fiird with roany Cnrtihgincm 
Lanmes diftind one from another : every Lamine being 
divided into many others, all folded almoft into zfpiral line. 
Thaf the Or Cribrofumls made upof theextremities of thefe 
Lamines ^ which butt upon the Root of the Nofe; the 
i]oIes wherewith it is pierccd , being the intervals between 
the Lamines. 

They are deC^QnGd to uphold tbe inner Tunick of the Nofe» 
Wbich tunick, being a principal Organ of Smelling^ hath 
receivedfrom Naturea very great expanfion : for tbe com- 
modious placing whereof, Natilre hnh folded h round about 
together witb rhefe Lamines ; that by this induftrious Me- 
chanifm, flie may employ a!l its length in a very little 
room. 

Tbis Tanick is fiu*d wjth an innumerable company of 
fmal! Rays; fo iiiany brancliesof Arteries and Veins; and 
efpecially Nerves ; by which it hatha moft exquifire fenfe. 
Yetbecaufe the parricles of Odorant bodies are fo fubti), 
«hat they can but very foftly glance upon the Organ ; Na- 
turebath tbereforeprovided by this great txpanfion, thac 
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
